LODGE "SPEAKSlOR BILL 


Defends Philippine Measure, Refut- 


ing 
Charges Against General 


Chaffee and Secretary Root. 


WASHINGTON, M'ny 3.—At 2 o'clock 


the senate took up the Philippines gov- 
ernment bill «nd Mr. Lodge addressed 
the senate in favor .of it. His discussion 
in the beginning dealt mostly with the 
details of the bill. He. said he thought 
it \vmild be a very grave mistake to 
charge the money standard in the Phil- 
ippines. 


Mr. Lodge denied the nltagntion that 


the bill was for the exploitation of the 
islands. .In this connection it seemed to 
be a principle of the L-emocratic party 
that no American sh'.mld make money. 
He said when last in poiver the party so 
cocdiK'ted affairs that no one could 
juako money. 


Mr. Lodge expressed Iiis bitter regret 


that any soldier or American had been 
guilty of torturing niitive Filipinos. He 
said that those who were found guilty 
would be punished. 


Mr. Lodge entered into an elaborate 


defense of Gen. Chaffer, 
reviewing his 


career and severely arraigning Senator 
Mawl'iiv for hU insinuation that Chicago 
WHS responsible for the atrocities in the 
Philippines. 


Mr. Lodge said the attempt was being 


made to implicate higher oflie.ials for 
cruelties in the islands. Both President 
McKinlcy and his successor, he said, 
were humane men \vlio never gave coun- 
tenance to cruelty. Ho also made a 
strong defense of Secretary Root.

Vasquca according to his friends, en- 


deavored to support Jiminiez but owing 
to contracts which the president is said 
to,have made to the financial injury of 
the republic the vice president turnd 
agivinest him. 


Puerto Plata's governor 
Desehumps, 


has a small force of troops and also a. 
warship in port and may offer to Vpquez 
the most determined r'esistinee, that the 
revolutionary leader has met,'but it is 
believed that the town will be soon cap- 
tured1. 


Vasquez is expected to asumc the reins 


of government at once. He is of Domin- 
ican birth and has spent nearly nil .of tiue 
forty years of his life in that country. 


His friends represent him as prc.grcs- 


ivc, intelligent and -honorable.

SHOOT AT PEOPLE AND 


BREAK INTO BUILDINGS

Corliss, formerly 
Western 
Union 


Junction, was the scene of unusual ex- 
citement Sunday afternoon, from thirty 
to forty Italian railway laborers, armed 
with revolvers, knivea and axes, ter- 
rorizing the inhabitants, by deliberately 
shooting at a number of people, stabbing 
one man, frightening a lady nearly to 
-death" and breaking in the front and 
rear of a, building. 


For a month fifty of the Italians, em- 


ployed by the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railway company, have been work- 
ing along the tracks of the 
company, 


.lodging and eating in freight car?, locat- 
ed about a half mile below the Junction. 
station. 


Yesterday A -good majority of ithc 


sons of Italy filled up on1 poor whisky, 
aJid arming themselves with guns and- 
knives, started out for trouble. 
While 


the residents of the place knew 
the 


gang had 'been drinking and acted, ugly 
in the early part of the day, it was not 
realized that the fellows would attempt 
to murder. 


Tho first intimation fliat blood, was 


sought was when Frank Lingswoiler, 
son of the well known merchant of Cor- 
liss, and Alfred Blanchurd, were walking 
along the street near the railway tracks 
and a gang of drunken Italians 
came 


along and commenced shooting at them 
and one running close, threw a knife, 
which struck Slant-hard on the 
'back, 


(rutting his coat and making a slight 
wound and then a second dago delibcr- 


dents fled and got under cover amid.5t a 
showed of bullets. 


Mrs. Lillian Broughton and her lius- 


band were walking quietly along near 
•the railway track, when the Italians 
appeared and proceeded to yell, shoot 
at them and bullets came so close that 
one went through the dress of Mrs. 
Broughton. 
The 
lady was terribly 


frightened. Her husband managed to 
drag 
her into the residence of Mr. 


Brown, where she beerf/no hysterical- and 
lier condition was considered dangerous 
for a time. 


By this time every resident in the vi- 


'cinity was behind closed and barred 
doors and dare not leave -their homes. 
Every time a person stuck his or her 
head out of the door «nd were seen a' 
bullet whizzed that way. 
One of the 


Italians got an axe and attacked 
the 


building of Thomas. Burns, used as a sa- 
loon. The front was vrecked and then 
the back door broken «i, and it is snid 
a number of shots were fired into 
the 


building at the occupants, but no one 
was injured. Mr. Burns was away from 
home nt the time, or some of the Ital- 
ans would, no doubt, have been laid low. 


After holding the people at 
bay for 


half an hour the gang left for their 
quarters. A telephone message was sent 
to the police and sennit's office of this 
city, asking that officers come out at 
once. As soon us possible, Sheriff Wil- 
liam Bnunmnn called in Deputy .Sheriffs 
Frank Buseingcr 
and Fred 'Donald. 


There was no .train going out and a 
horse and buggy not handy. 


Mr. Cla-rencc Richards came along 


with his fast automobile and voluntered 
to take the officers out. and in less than 
two minutes the machine was making 
time toward Corliss. 


Arriving at that place the 
officers 


found the residents greatly excited and 
threatening to kill the Italians, but not 
a dago was in sight. 'Die officers started 
for the car. On the \v»y they met ' two 
young Italians coming toward the vil- 
lage. They proved to be the two who 
had done most of the shooting and des- 
perate work. 


They were taken in hand after one of 


them showed fight. Two guns and two 
knives were taken from them and they. 
were led to the railway station, where ti 
crowd gathered and threatened 
them, 


but no violence was offered. 


Tho men were brought in and lodged 


in jail.- They gave their names as Frank 
Perrihn and Joseph. Bartutsch, said their 
homes were in Chicago and that they 
hud been working in Wisconsin four 
weeks. Both were under the influence 
of liquor. They are men of small stat- 
ure and apparently 25 years of age. 
Bartutsch had a hole' in one of his legs 
and said he 'had been snot, hut it 
was 


ascertained that he was injured by a 
spike striking him wliite nt, work. A 
large crowd of people followed the 'offi- 
cers from the depot to the jail, believing 
that one of the men "was the Italian who 
recently .---tabbed Edward Francis. 


Albert W. Blanohard, wliO | was cut 


with a knife und nt whom the Italians 
shot, ,camc to .the city, this rnoniiiig und 


made complaint, before Court Commis- 
sioner Upcliureh. He charges that Peih,- 
rin made an assault with intent to kill 
him' and that the other Dago committed 
an assault witQi intent to do great bodily 
harm.

POTTER PALMER IS DEAD 


Rich Chicagoan Succumbs to Attack 


of .Heart 
Failure, Leaving 


- Estate-of $25,000,000. - --; 


CHICAGO, May 5.—Potter Talmer 


died of heart failure at 'his palatial home 
on the Lake Shore drive at 5:30 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. Although he had 
been suffering with an apparent un- 
known disease of. the stomach for about 
three weeks and had spent most of that 
time in bed the end come almost without 
the knowledge, of his family that the pa- 
tient was seriously ill. • According 
to 


members of the immediate family. 
Dr. 


Henry B. Faville, -who iad been in atten-. 
dance during fhe entire sickness, insist-, 
ed up until yesterday morning, when he 
last saw Mr. Palmer -alive, that there 
was nothing very serious in'his patient's 
condition and that there -was not great 
cause for alarm. 


During the early afternoon, however, 


•Mr. Palmer .began to sink. At 3 o'clock 
ho ' sank into 
unconsciousness. 
He 


seemed to fall into a peaceful sleep, 
from which he never rallied. Even oxy- 
gen failed to restore him. 


Just a. hall-century 
of Mr. Palmer's 


life was spent in Chicago, whither he 
came from New York state in 1852. His 
fortune all told at that time, was a few 
thousand dollars. He invested in it a 
dry goods store in Lake street and insti- 
tuted a eystem of confidential relations 
with his customers that was- then novel* 
in the mercantile world. This system 
brought him such wonderful' incraa.se in 
patronage that merchants came from 
the east to investigate and cmula-te his 
example. His preliminary training had 
been gained as a clerk in a small atora 
in Lockport, N. Y. 


•He began the building of the first Pal- 


mer house jujt in time" to have it de- 
stroyed by tho big fire, together with 
every other building owned by him. He 
is so id to have lost $3,000,000 by this 
fire. He borrowed a like amount from 
eastern security concerns, rebuilt his 
ruined property and in «. very few years 
had entirely recovered from financial 
disaster. 


It is estimated thai his wealth aggre- 


gated $25,000,000, tho 
great bulk of 


which is in Chicago 
real estate. The 


Palmer house corner alone is snid to be 
worth $10,000,000. The Palmer house on 
the Lake'.Shove drivo is the most luxu- 
rious and costly in Chicago'. It« furnish- 
ings alone, including the art gallery and 
jewels, represent hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. Mr. Palmer's life insurance 
is believed to have been heavy, 'but the 
figures were not obtainable last; night. 
Mr. Palmer was a native of Ecnsselacr- 
villle, Albany county, New. York., where 
lie was born in 1826.

While .not expecting 
the scales to bo exterminated from this 
country, experts arc. planning to attack 
them with the increasing breed of tilieir 
natural enemy.

i.-,h freight steamship Sir Kicha.rd Orc-n- 
ville, from the West Indies arrived in 
port Captain Jones reported the tragic 
death of two West liiriin.n 
stowaways. 


! The vessel sloped at half a dozen West 


Indian ports, among them being St. 
Lucia, where she coaled. It is at this 
port Captain Jones believes the slowa- 
wavs, who were negroes, nianagpd 
to 


get aboard the vessel by lotting 
theiu- 


sielves down to the coal bunkers through 
the coal chutes. The num had evidently 
miscalculated the time that the steam- 
ship «-:us going to remain at St. Lucia, 
anil did not know the vessol was to coal 
up. After they had reached the coal 
bunkers many tons of 
coal were taken 


on board, and the- two stowaways were 
literally buricil alive. 


Nothing was known to tho captain or 


crew of the tragic death of the men un- 
til the morning of April 
IS, after the 


vessel had left Guayantamo, loaded with 
sugar for New York, when one of the 
bodies slid through the coal chute into 
the furnace 
"room. 
At the 
time the 


stoekers were piling coal into the fur- 
naces, while 
the. vessel was 
making a 


hard light against a northeasterly gale. 


The sight of tho body sent a shiver 


through 'the stokers, a.ncl caused them 
to 
temporarily 
quit 
work. 
Captain 


Jon<>s was notified of. the discovery and 
after making sure that the stowaway 
was dead ordered the body buried in the 
sea. 


Six days later the stoker? were again 


horrified by another body which came, 
through the chute into the 
furnace 


room. 
A search was then made of the 


coal bunkers, but no more bodies were. 
found.

street crossing, where Miss Shaw met 
her untimely death. 


The following verdict, was signed by 


the six jurors: 


"We, the undersigned jurors, find that 


Mabol Shaw came to her death by being 
crushed under a. switch train, on Water. 
street between Slanmird and 
Howe 


streets, in the city of Racine and County 
of Racine on the first day of May. 100-2; 
and in our opinion we further find that 
said death was caused by the negligence 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railway company in providing proper 
safeguards at said crossing and we ajso 
find^that the train was running at an 
unnecessary rate of speed at said cross- 
ing."

The verdict of the coroner's 
inquest

District Attorney Lon Lukes was pres-

Judge D. H. J'btt appeared 
for John 


Shaw, the father of Mabel Shaw, 
the 


deceased, and 
Attorney 
William D.. 


Thompson appeared jn -{he interests of 
tho St. Pnul road. 


All three attorneys ss well as the jur- 


ors asked questions Mirf examined 
(.he 


witnesses on the stand. 


The first witness called 
was Annie- 


Groolcy, of S24 Center street, who was 
with Miss Slinw when the accident oc- 
curred. The witness testified that she 
met Miss Shaw in the morning and that 
they walked together north on Center 
street to .Sixth, then west to Stannard, 
north on Stannard to Water and thence 
west to the place where the accident oc- 
urred. • Miss Grocley stated 
that she 


had worked at the Horlick Food factory 
for about five years and that as a rule 
she went to work this way. 


The evidence showed that the 
first 


seen of the train was when the corner 
of Water and 
SLannard streets were 


reached and then the engine was about 
under 
the Sixth 
street 
vinduct. As 


was Miss Groelcy's custom she crusscd 
from the south to the west side of Wa- 
ter street directly in front of tho J. M. 
Roberts' stone plant. Miss Groeley did 
not sec the approaching train, her vision 
-being .blinded by the large building on 
the eivst which was about 100 feet long 
and a lumber yard on the south of the 
•building. The track on which the train 
moved is only about three feet cast of 
the building and it is impossible to see 
any approaching train from the south.' 


Miss Groelcy crossed over and hap- 


pened to look back and saw the train, 
which was only about fifteen feet away. 
She saw Miss Shaw lying and trying, to 
get 
up directly in front of the train. 


She cried for help and ran in a westward 
direction toward the Case Plow works, 
where there she saw Superintendent 
Sobcy. 


Miss Shaw was not in the habit of go- 


i-.ig to work with Miss Grocloy. Misses 
Mamie Kane arid B. Emerson were about 
a block behind Miss Groeley and Miss 
Shaw when the accident occurred- and 
they were unable to give any account of 
the accident, as they did not see 
the 


train run Miss Shaw down. 


Dr. F. R. Garlock testified to his being 


called to tho scene of the accident about 
7:45 o'clock, and described the injuries 
as was chronicled in yesterday's Jour- 
nal. He stated that she died from the 
cfTect of the shock of the injuries in the 
body and not from, the blow which 
struck her in the head anil rendered her 
unconscious. 


William Sobey, superintendent of the 


Case Plow works., next testified to see- 
ing Miss Shaw being dragged under the 
train and that Miss Groelcy ran toward 
him. 
He telephoned for Bo Garlock. 


The track on which the train wiw run- 
ning was the first one to the cast of'Blue 
river. 


•Mr. Sobcy stated that the train was 


moving north at the rate of about five 
miles' per hour. 


Peter Nelson, who resides west of the 


cemetery and is cmplnyetl with .1. M. 
Roberts, saw the accident and witnessed 
the body rolling under .the car wheels. 
•Tlierp was no llngman about, though he 
has seen oiic on several occasions, 


i 
John Gill of Greca street, also em- 


ployed with J. M. Robiirts, saw the acci- 
dent and heard some pne yell ''look out" 
and he thought it to. -be the brakeman 
on the .car. 


Herman Stange. also working at the 


stone yard, heard the cries and saw the 


' girl under the car wheels. 


T. J. Plunkett, of 40" Hubbard street, 


heard the voice at the brnkeman and 
knew it to be him. The girl, stumbled 
on the east rail and fell into the middle 
of the track. . 


Jim' Larson, the flagman of the main 


crossing, did not see tha accident and 
stated that it w-ns not a part of his duty 
to guard the oilier tracks. Misses B. 
Emerson and Mamie Kane also testified 
but they did. not witnc'ss the^ accident, 
being about a block'1' back of Misses 
Shaw and Groelcy. 


R. Sieb, the yardnmster 
of • the 
St. 


Paul yards, testified to standing on the 
top'of the car which passed over the 
•body of Miss Shaw. He cried to her to 
get out of the way and at the same time 
signalled to the engiiitfer to stop the 
train, but .it was too late and the acci- 
dent could not be averted. 


Robei't McFarland, tho engineer, John 


Heidrich, the fireman, and switchman 
Frank 'Biooni aud William Ortell also 
testified and corroborated each other's 
statements by saying that the bell was 
ringing and that every effort was made 
to stop the train, which ran about sev- 
enty feet before it came to a standstill.

LODGE SPEAKS_FOR BILL 


Defends Philippine Measure, Refut- 


ing 
Charges Against General 


Chaffee and Secretary Root, 


WASHINGTON', May 5.—At 2 o'clock 


the senate took up the Philippines gov- 
ernment bill and Mr. Lodge addressed 
the senate in favor of it. His discussion 
in the beginning dealt mostly with the 
details of the bill. He said he thought 
it would be a very grave mistake to 
change the money standard in the PhiN 
ippincs. 


Mr. Ledge denied the allegation that 


the bill was for the exploitation of the 
islands. .In this connection it seemed to 
be a principle of the L-emocratic party 
that no American should make money. 
He said when last in power the party so

affairs that no one could 


make money. 


Mr. Lodge expressed Iiis bitter regret 


that any soldier or American had been 
guilty of torturing native Filipinos.

Yesterday a good majority of )the 


sons of Italy filled up on poor whisfey, 
and arming themselves with guns and 
knives, started out for trouble. While 
the residents of the place knew the 
gang had been drinking and acted ugly 
in the early part of the day, it was not 
realized that the fellows would attempt 
to murder. 


The first intimation that blood was 


sought 
wa5 when Frank Lingsweiler, 


son of the well known merchant of Cor- 
liss, and Alfred Blanchsrd, were walking 
along the street near the railway tracks 
and a gang of drunken Italians 'came 
along and commenced shooting at them 
and one running close, threw a knife, 
which struck Blanchard on the back, 
cutting his coat and making a slight- 
wound and then a second dago del.iber- 
ajtely^slasheid .4he-«mtt'w^e~*1??ftP<!f evi- 
dent.? Jled and got under cover amidst a 
showed of bullets. 


Mrs. Lillian Broughton and her hus- 


band were walking quietly along near 
the railway track, when tho Italians 
appeared and proceeded to yell, shoot 
at them and bullets came so close that 
one went through the dress of Mrs. 
Broughton. 
The 
lady was terribly 


frightened. Her husband managed to 
drag 
her into the residence' of Mr. 


Brown, where she became hysterical'and 
her condition was considered dangerous 
for a time. 


By this time every resident in the vi- 


cinity was behind closed and barred 
doors and dare not leave their homes. 
Every time a person stuck his or her 
head out of the door «nd were seen a 
bullet whizzed that way. 
One of the 


Italians got an axe and attacked 
the 


building of Thomas Burns., used as a sa- 
loon. The front was wrecked and then 
the back door broken »n, and it is said 
a number of shots were fired into the 
building at the occupants, but no one 
was injured. Mr. Burns was away from 
home at the time, or some of the Ital- 
ans would, no doubt, have been laid low. 


After holding the people at 
bay for 


half an hour the gang loft for their 
quarters. A tele-phone message was sent 
to the police and sehriff's office of this 
city, asking that officers come out at 
once; As soon as possible Sheriff Wil- 
liam Baumann called in Deputy Sheriffs 
Frank 
Bassinger 
and Fred Donald. 


There was no train going out and a 
horse and buggy not handy. 


Mr. Clarence 'Richards came along 


with his fast automobile and voluntered 
to take the officers out and in less than 
two minutes the machine was making 
time toward Corliss.

Arriving at that place the 
officers 


found the residents greatly excited and 
threatening to kill the Italians, but no-t 
a dago was in sight. The officers started 
for the car. On the w*.y they met two 
young Italians coming toward tho vil- 
lage. They proved to be the two who 
had done most of the shooting and des- 
perate work. 


They were taken in hand after one of 


them showed fight. Two guns and two 
knives were taken frost them and they 
•were led to the railway station, where a 
crowd gathered and threatened them, 
but no violence was offered. 


The men were brought in and lodged 


in jail. They gave their names-as Frank 
Perrihn and Joseph. Bartutsch, said their 
homes were in Chicago and that they 
had been working in Wisconsin four 
weeks, Both were under the

of liquor. They nro men of small stat- 
ure and apparently 25 years of age.

He 'borrowed a like amount from 
eastern security concerns, rebuilt his 
ruined property and in » very few yoars 
had entirely recovered from financial

worth $10,000,000. The Palmer house OH 
the Lake Shore clrivft is the most luxu- 
rious and costly in Chicago. Its furnish- 
ings alono, including the art gallery and 
jewels, represent hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. Mr. Palmer's life insurance 
is believed to have been heavy, but tho 
figures were not obtainable lasb might, 
Mr. Palmer was a native of Kenssclaer- 
villle, Albany county, New York,, where 
he was born in 182G.

Oha-rles Casper, a core maker 21 years 


old, employed at t>he Belie City Mallea- 
ble Iron company, well known on the 
west and north, sides of the river, has 
got himself into serious trouble. Late 
yesterday afternoon he was arrested by 
Postal Inspector Ealph Bird and Deputy 
United States Marshal Edward Giantz, 
and taken to Milwaukee, on charge of 
opening letters from the United States 
mails, containing checks, and attempt- 
ing to cash tfrie same. 


It appears that the letters were placed 


in a pouch at Milwaukee and were to 
•go south. In attempting to catch, the 
pouch, when thrown from the train at 
South 
Milwaukee, it was missed and 


went under the wheels of .the train, was 
ripped to pieces and letters and other 
papers were strewn, along the tracks be- 
tween South Milwaukee and Racine. 
Young Casper got, or found a large pack- 
age of these letters, the total of- 'the 
checks therein being $1,500. One of ~t;he 
letters is said to have contained ?5 in 
currency. The checks were 
for the 


Bueynis company, of South Milwaukee. 
Casper is said to have admitted that he 
cashed one check for $7.50 in a Milwau- 
kee saloon and that lie attempted to 
pass another at the First National bank 
of this city for $125 and that he destroy- 
ed others by fire. 


It was on Feb. 10, 1902, that (be pouch 


in 
question was destroyed. Smith, 
a 


man who knew that Casper had found 
some of the letters, tried to have the 
Bucyrus company pay him $5 for infor- 
mation that would assist they to recover 
checks he said a fellow boarder of his 
had procured, and which belonged to the 
company. The company refused to pay 
any money, but turned the ease over to 
the postottice department, and this was 
the first intimation the department had 
of the affair. Inspector Bird worked on 
the case, and in looking for Smith, un- 
consciously came across Casper, who told 
the facts in a very unconcerned fashion, 
relating just what he had done with the 
cfhecks and who the Milwaukee saloon- 
keeper was. 


At the offices of the Belle City Malle- 


able Iron company it is said that Casper 
has been working in the shop off and on 
for three or four years. The arrest ap- 
pears to have been made without any 
consultation with the Racine officers, at 
least nothing was known of the arrest 
at the police and sheriff's office. Casper 
was found at his boarding house on the 
west side. 


Casper was arraigned 
before United 


'States Commissioner Bloodgoocl and was 
held until 10 o'clock "today, when his bail 
was fixed <at §500, which 'he expected to 
get. 
The testimony at the hearing de- 


veloped that Casper, while walking along 
tho track at Racine, saw some letters 
lying on tho ground and picked them up. 
One w«s addressed to the Moore-Wbit- 
more Gasket company of South Milwau- 
kee and contained two checks sent to 
them from a correspondent in Camden, 
I\r. J. 
Kach of the dhecks was for $100 


or more. Another envelope that Casper 
took up was one from Beloit, Ka.?., con- 
taining' a draft in favor of J., G. Davis 
of South Milwaukee for $7.25. 


A number of other letters containing 


checks and drafts were picked up in Ra- 
cine and between South Milwaukee and 
Rapine the same day or soon after, and 
were returned to the postal• attthoritiea, 
Casper did not return tho letters -he 
found, but, it is alleged, tried to cas'H 
one of the basket company's checks at a 
Racine bank.

"Casper told me yesterday 
when I 


called on him," said the inspector, "that 
he found four or five letters, partly mu- 
tilated, at Kacine about 8 o'clock in t.he 
morning. He told me he cashed tlie 
draff at frhe saloon of Frank Clinscheck- 
cr on Eighth 
avenue. When 
he was 


brought here today we visited the sa- 
Ic-on and obtained the draft: The pris- 
oner assures me that ho destroyed all 
the others." 


J. F. Comint, the mamiger of the bas- 


ket company, said that two checks sent 
to 'him from Camden were undoubtedly 
in t'he missing pouch. He afterward ex- 
plained the circumstances to the draw- 
er of the checks, and they canceled them 
and sent duplicates, which were. paid. 


The witness said that his firm received 


a check from their Cainden correspond- 


ent some time before which was losii in 
a mail bag in the same way and'Vtyieh 
was subsequently picked up in a field 
and brought to the basket company's of- 
fice. 


The last witness was John Tolfson of 


Racine, wiuh. -whom Casper boarded. He 
testified 'fcna-t about a month ago while 
arranging -his boarder's room and chang- 
ing the .furniture he found the two 
cheeks made in favor of the basket com- 
pany. He works for,the company, and 
notified tho manager of his discovery. 


Casper spent the night in the county, 


jail.

TOMB OF KING HIRAM. 


"What "Musks" Arc Meant in the Story of 


the 1'rodigal Son. 


W. E. Curtis in Eecord-Herald: -Just 


south of Tyre, in a little village called 
Hanaweh, is the tomb 
of King Hiram, 


friend and ally of David and Solomon. 
Ifc is the most important and 
striking 


monument of that period of the earth's 
civilization 
which tinie has 
spared. 


Nothing remaining in an original posi- 
tion compares with it for antiquity, and 
there is no reason to believe that ifc has 
been disturbed 
since- the days of Solo- 


mon. Around it large broken sarcophagi 
are supposed to have been once occupied 
by King Hiram's mother, wife, and 
other members -of the family, but there 
is no definite evidence. That his tomb 
is genuine, we can rest upon the in- 
scriptions and unmistakable marks 
of 


antiquity. 
The base or pedestal con-, 


sists of two tiers of enormous blocks of 
granite thirteen feet long nine feet broad 
and three feet ithick, which were care- 
fully dressed and laid. Upon these He.s 
one huge block of stone about 
fifteen 


by twelve feet in size and nearly four 
feet thidk, the edges of which were for- 
merly chiseled with a design resembling 
wlhat we <;nll a "wall of Troy," but .the 
most of it has been chipped away. 
Upon this block lies tlio sarcophngiis, 
twelve feet four inches long, eigtil, feet 
broad and six feet high, which was hol- 
lowed 
out to 
receive the body. . Of 


course it is empty now. 
The tomb is 


supposed to have been despoiled in the 
time of the Crusaders, but 
fortunately 


was not destroyed. The lid is in the 
shape of a pyramid, live feet thick and 
very badly broken.

The pods or'husks, as they are common- 
ly called, are gelatinous, juicy, sweet and 
pleasant to the, taste. They nre fed to 
sheep and cattie as well as tp hogs and 
arc

nourishing and 
fattening. 


When they art) thoroughly ripe people 
often crush them and squeeze ot the 
juice, which, mixed with cool water, 
makes a 
very 
refreshing 
bcvernge. 


Therefore,.the prodigal won was tiot so 
badly off for food as I supposed, for 
there is no doubt that the luncheon of 
the swine which ho was compelled to 
share was the husks of St. John's broad.

As tlie law does not -permit of any fu- 
neral the interment was quiet. 


The health department state that four 


more patients are at the hospital. Prob- 
ably 'tliers. are fifteen cases all told in 
the city, but there is a gradual decrease.

STOWAWAYS TRAGIC END. 


Bodies ot Two Xfjjroes Come Through 


• Cool Chutes ifito Furnace Koom, 


Terrifying Stokers. 


NEW YORK, May 2.—When the Brit- 


ish freight steamship Sir Richard Gren- 
ville, from the West Indies arrived in 
port Captain Jones reported the tragic 
death of two West Indian stowaways. 
The vessel stoped at half a dozen West 
Indian ports, among them being St. 
Lucia, where she coaled. It is at this 
port Captain Jones believes the stowa- 
ways, who were negroes, 
managed 
to 


get aboa-rd the vessel by letting them- 
selves down to the coal bunkers through 
the coal chutes. The men had evidently 
miscalculated the time that- the steam- 
ship was going to remain at St. Lucia, 
and did not know the vessel was to coal 
up. After they had reached the coal 
bunkers ma.ny tons of 
coal vvere taken 


on board, and the two stowaways were 
literally buried alive. 


Nothing was known to the captain or 


crew of the tragic death of the men un- 
til the morning of April 
IS, after 
the 


vessel had left Guayantamo, loaded with 
sugar for New York, when one of the 
bodies slid through the coal chute into 
the furnace, "room.

naces, wliile the vessel was making a 
hard fight against a northeasterly gale.

The inquest over the remains of Mabel 


Shaw was held this morning in the cir- 
cuit court rooms in the county . court 
house at 9 o'clock, ana a large number 
of citizens listened attentively to the 
testimony of the witnesses as they told 
their stories of the terrible accident. 


A la.rge number /of 
witnesses were 


called and after due deliberation they 
returned a verdict finding the St. Paul 
Railway company negligent in not pro- 
vidig proper safeguards at the Water 
street crossing, where Miss Shaw met 
her untimely death. 


The following verdict, was signed by 


the six jurors: 


"We, the undersigned jurors, find that 


Mabel Shaw came to her death by being 
crushed under a switch train, on Water; 
street between Stannard and 
Howe 


streets, in the rity of Racine and County 
of Racine on the first clay of May, 1002; 
and in our opinion we further find that 
said death was caused by the negligence 
of the ChicagOi Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railway company in providing proper 
safeguards at said crossing and we also 
find that the train was running at an 
unnecessary rate of speed at said cross^ 
in*"

The verdict of the. Coroner's inquest 


was no surprise to the people who heard 
the various witnesses testify this morn- 
ing. 


District Attorney Len Lukes was pres- 


ent and conducted the examination of 
the witnesses on behalf of the county. 
Judge D. H. Flctfc appeared for John 
Shaw, the father of Mabel Shaw, the 
; 


deceased, and 
Attorney William D.,' 


Thompson appeared jn the interests of 
the St. Paul road. 
' 


All three attorneys hs well as the jur- 


ors asked questions &,nrf examined 
the 


witnesses on the stand. 


The first witness called was Annie 


Groeley, of 824 Center street, who was 
with Miss Shaw when the accident oc- 
curred. The witness testified that she 
met Miss Shaw in the morning and that 
they walked together north on Center 
street to Sixth, then west to Stannard, 
north on Stannard to Water and thence 
west to the place whore the accident oc- 
curred. Miss Grocley stated 
that she 


had worked at the; Horlick Food factory 
for about five years and that as a rule 
she went to work this way. 


The evidence showed that the 
first 


seen of the train was when the corner 
of Water and Stannard streets were 
reached and then the engine was about 
under the Sixth street viaduct. As 
was Miss Groeley's custom she crossed 
from the south to the west side of Wa- 
ter street directly in front of the J. M. 
Roberts' stone plant. Miss Groeley did 
not see the approaching train, her vision 
being blinded by the large building on 
the east which was about 100 feet long 
and a lumber yard on the south of the 
building. The track on which the train 
moved is only about three feet east of 
the building and it is impossible to see 
any approaching train from the south.' 


Miss Groeley crossed over and hap- 


pened to look back and saw the train, 
which was only about fifteen feet away. 
She saw Miss Shaw lying and trying, to 
get up directly in front of the train. 
She cried for halp and ran in a westward 
direction toward the Cose Plow works, 
where there she saw Superintendent 
Sobey. 


Miss Shaw was not in the habit of go- 


ing to work with Miss Groeley. Misses 
Mamie Kane arid B. Emerson were about 
a block behind Miss Groeley and Miss 
Shaw when the accident occurred and 
they were unable to give any account of 
the accident, as they did not see the 
train run Miss Shaw down. 


Dr. F. R. Garlock testified to his being 


called to the scene of the accident about 
7:45 o'clock, and described the injuries 
as was chronicled in yesterday's Jour- 
nal. 
He stated that she died from the 


effect of the shock of the injuries in the 
body and not from, the blow which 
struck her in the head aact rendered her 
unconscious. 


William Sobey, superfntendent of the 


Case Plow works., next testified to see- 
ing Miss Shaw being dragged under the 
train and that Miss Groeley ran toward 
him. 
He telephoned for Dr^ Garlock. 


The track on which the train was run- 
ning was the first one to the east of Blue 
river. 


Mr. Sobey stated that the train was 


moving north at the ?ate of about five 
milesr per hour. 


Peter Nelson, who resides west of the 


cemetery and is employetl with J. M 
Roberts, saw the accident and witnessed 
the body rolling under .the car wheels 
There was no flagman about, though ho 
htis seen one on several occasions. 


* John Gill of Greeii street, also em- 


ployed with J. M. pobtirtH, saw the acci- 
dent and heard some one yell "look out" 
and he thought it to. be the brakeman 
on the .car. 


Herman Stange, also working at the 


stone yard, heard the cries and saw the 
girl under the car wheels. 
x 


T. J. Plunkett, of 407" Hu-bbard street; 


heard the voice of the brakeman and 
knew it to be him. The girl, stumbled 
on the east rail and ifell into the middle 
of the track. . 


Jim' Larson, the flagman of the main 


crossing, did not see the accident .and 
stated that it was not a part of his duty 
to guard the other tracks. Misses B. 
Emerson and Mamie Kane also testified 
but they did. not witness the./accident, 
being about a block' back of Misses 
Shaw and Groeley. 


R. Sieb, the yardmaster of • the 
St. 


Paul yards, testified to standing on the 
top'of the car which passed over the 
body of Miss Shaw. He cried to her to 
get out of the way and at the same time 
signalled to the engineer to- stop the 
train, but .it was too late and the acci- 
dent could not be averted. 


Robert McFarland, the engineer, John 


Heidrich, the. fireman, and switchman 
Frank Bloom aud William Ortell also 
testified and corroborated each other's 
statements by saying that the bell was 
ringing and that every.effort was made 
to stop the train, which ran about .sev- 
enty feet before it came to a standstill.

degenerates as the Frenchmen who sent 
Dreyfus to Devil's island. 


"War," as General Sherman succinctly 


said, "is hell!," There come times when 
:he only way -to stop war is to make it 
icll to those'who persist in waging it. 
Sheridan was confronted with such a 
necessity, and met it by desolating the 
Shenand'oah valley. 
Crook and Miles 


were confronted with it in the 
south- 


west, and met it with orders that no 
quarter be given to an armed 
Apache. 


It is a dreadful.necessity, but it will 
sometimes arise so long as lawless men 
wage war. 


There are, of course, limits to retalia- 


tion even against 
treacherous bandits. 


The laws ]:mssed by congress for the gov- 
erament of the army, and the rules 
agreed upon by all nations in the Ge- 
neva and other conventions, define those 
limits. It may be that General Smith 
went beyond them. But it is neither 
fair nor American to assume that he did 
and to condemn him un'heard. That is 
neurotic aud hysterical. 


Yet the Hon. Joseph Crocker Sibley 


and others of his kind stand up in their 
places in congress and revile the presi- 
dent for not stripping General Smith of 
his uniform before the sun goes clown. 
That is, these honorable gentlemen ask 
the president to play the dictator, to 
violate the laws by condemning General 
Smith unheard- They call General Smith 
a disgrace to the army. Perhaps he is. 
That is to be proved. But those who 
would condemn him unheard are-beyond 
question a disgrace to American man- 
hood.

they were absolutely sober.' 


Lieutenant John S. Dodridge remark- 


ed: "After the accidental Upsetting of 
a table in a cafe by myself and a com- 
panion-at 11 o'clock at nighrt -we were 
followed and attacked. by a mob and 
two municipal policemen appeared on the 
'scene. I, with my open hand motioned 
to the' crowd to keep off. The police then 
seized us, but the mob continued so 
threatening that our brother officers and 
a marine who 'happened to be on the 
piazza, ran to our rescue; We acted on- 
ly in self-defense and against a large, 
hostile crowd. We did not strike the 
police. Doubtless 
misunderstanding of 


the two languages 'had something to do 
witfli bho trouble. \ye have been allowed 
to remain together' in prison, but fche 
room in which we 'have been confined 
swarmed with insects." : . ' . ' .

VIEWS ON 


METHODS. 


Governor Cummins of Iowa is serioiis- 


ly disappointing a number of folks who 
originally advanced his candidacy and 
agreeably disappointing numbers of peo- 
ple who opposed his candidacy. The 
fact is the governor is taking1 issues "with 
those orators who have assumed the 
modern trust and combine are but evo- 
lutions in the great business world and 
necessary in the order of nature's work. 
Most people have refused to believe in 
any such assertions that consolidations 
and monopolies, as evidenced in grants 
from the people themselves 
originally, 


were the outcome o-f modern civilization 
and were our destiny. 


Governor Cummins, in a late speech., 


rather opposes the glittering1 speech of 
Senator Beveridge of Indiana. He does 
not throw the glamor . of vnst wealth 
around eorporated trusts nor does he 
claim that consolidated meat packing 
concerns, consolidated iron and steel 
concerns, nre right, necessary and thnt 
people who object should be reasoned 
with. But he at the same time utters- 
common sense and his ideas will agree 
•with millions of people. In an address 
at Minneapolis lately before an assem- 
blage of Republicans, Governor Cum- 
mins said: 


"I perceive that there is some clanger 


oi misunderstanding the Republican po- 
sition. Standing as we do as defenders, 
aixl to some extent as creators of this 
mightiest* development 
the world has 


ever seen, our Democratic friends will 
endeavor to make us j-nsponsible for all 
that is involved ;n existing conditions. 
We must he careful not to he driven by 
the unpatriotic assaults 
of the enemy 


into an advocacy of certain phases of in- 
dustrial life, which hare gvown out of 
onr unparalleled prosperity. 
Stung by 


the unjust) taunts of adversaries who 
seek nothing hut political advantage, 
we must not be carried into a eulogy 
upon everything that is being done or 
attempted by the ambitious captains of 
industry. 


"Within the last three or four years, 


human nature, fired by unwonted pros- 
per iay and led by the kings of commerce 
has proposed and has been endeavoring 
to accomplish objects which are intoler- 
able in a free country, which do not 
tend to development, but to tyranny, i 
care not how largo a corporation may 
become or how extensive its operations, 
if it grows in a natural -way. But when 
a corporation 
is organized 
either to 


make money out of baseless stocks and 
bonds in the mere operation of organi- 
zation, or is organized to purchase rival 
concerns in order that competition may 
bo supppressod or impaired, it is then, 
high time to cast about for measures 
that will check and correct so vicious a 
tendency. 


''Consolidation toward 
monopoly is 


the maxim of slavery and decadence. I 
have heard it often said that the ten- 
dency of consolidation was one of 
the 


necessary i?ieidents in the 
evolution of 


our a.ge, and that to strike it with the 
strong hand of the law will he to inflict 
a mortal wound upon the body of indus- 
try. 
I 
reject the conclusion. The 


strong, ambitious spirits of every age 
have sought absolute dominion, nnd the 
consolidations of the J-ast few years sim- 
ply furnish another illustration of the 
towering desire to rule. The American 
people, however, will no more^ submit to 
commercial despotism than they would 
to governmental despotism, and the ten- 
dency in the one case can be, and will 
he. as easilv thwarted aa the tendency 
in the other. 


"f. believe that some branch of the 


government must he Tested with the 
power to fix the prices of products or 
service upon which a monopoly or sub- 
stantial monopoly has been established. 
I, believe, too, that some branch of the 
government must -be empowered to r«- 
move the duties upon imports lipon 
those 
commodities respecting which 


competition no longer exists in our 
country. I believe that the consumer 
has a better right to competition than 
the producer has to protection. Com- 
petition we will have, that of our own 
country preferred, but that of the world 
if necessary." 


situation of things. If this is true, then 
it is simply, thft-same old story. A scar- 
city of -wheat, of. corn, of 'any product 
insures high'prices, but since the .crow- 
era hare little to sell, such is of very 
small consolation to them. The profit 
is made -by those who have bought 
the 


products of the farmers, as is generally 
the case. 


The quotable prices seen in the stock 


market figures vary. Some 
quotations 


Show cattle is selling cheap as ever, but 
the higher ranges in the ^figure are for 
the 'better fed stock, the better stock in 
features that attract the buyers, and 
cattle can be bought for one purpose as 
lov< as $1.50 and for another purpose as 
high as $7.50; the same with hogs and 
sheep. An article iu a Chicago paper 
says: "The packers are paying 2.10 
cents per pound more for beef cattle and 
1.42 cents per pound more for Texas 
steers this year than in April last year. 
They have increased the wholesale price 
of dressed beef from 6y2 cents to 0% 
cents per pound. They pay 1 cent more, 
a pound for hogs than at this time last 
year, and have increased the price of 
dressed pork from 6 cents to 9 cents. 
They pay 1.35 cents per pound more for 
sheep than last year, and have increased 
the wholesale price from 8 cents to 11 
cents. 


"The retailers have increased the price 


of sirloin steak from 16 cents a pound to 
20 cents, porterhouse steak from 20 
ccnte to 22 cents, round ateak from 16 
cents to 18 cents, mutton from 12 cents 
to 14 cents, lamb from 12 cents to 15 
cents. These are general or average fig- 
\ires. In the last two months the whole- 
sale prices for prime beef have advance.d 
from 9% cents a pound to 12 cents." 


But there are mysteries connected 


with the live stock business the average 
consumer may not ever expect to un- 
derstand and the one and sufficient ex- 
planation of the local dealer to his cus- 
tomer, is naturally one of common 
sense, if you so object to the prices 
charged, buy less meat then. Surely 
this is rational, and wholly devoid of 
nny malice whatever, for what else can 
the poor retailer say? The article goes 
on to say: ''The consumer, who is prob- 
ably not earning any inore money than 
he earned last year, is paying from 10 
per cent to'25 per cent more for his 
meat, while the packer is paying 40 per 
cent move for his native beef cattle, 25 
per cent more for his Texas steers, 
IV 


per cent more for his hogs, and 28 per 
cent more for his sheep. 


"The retailer, however, is paying 50 


per cent more for his dressed beef and 
pork and 35 per cent more for his 
dressed sheep than last year. The high 
prices have greatly increased, the re- 
ceipts of cattle, hogs and sheep, but the 
question is. Will the heavier receipts 
reduce prices to the con-mmer?" 


And the consumer thus unprovided 


for, he can consume less. 


SHOULD KECOXSIDER ITS DECISION 


One, powerful railroad calmly announ- 


ces it will not obey the ruling of the in- 
ter state commerce committee which de- 
cides the shipper erf freight has alone the 
power to decide which route it shall 
take, thnt is the shipper has the legal 
power to say what railroad he may se- 
lect to carry his goods. This would be a 
natural conclusion to most people, hut 
it appears that, shippers have not al- 
ways been permitted to decide what 
7'ailroad they shall patronize, the thing 
being done, in this Way. The shipper 
could haul his freight, whatever it may 
bo. to the depot, but as to what route it 
should pass over, that was another mat- 
ter. 


The contention arose in California, as 


eastern shippers a a a rule don't care 
what route their freight took, but in 
the matter of shipping fruit it was a 
mo*t serious matter, and objection was 
made to the claimed right of the rail- 
roads, there are. only two in the whole 
state, the Southern Pacific and the 
Santa Fe which own the whole business 
between them, and from. the. gateways of 
'Ogden and El Paso these two arc abso- 
lute rulers. But from these two points 
radiate numbers of others, and it made a 
difference to the shippers on the coast 
what route their fruit took to the east- 
ern cities, and the, commerce committee 
decided the shipper has a right to route 
his goods and to select the point of orig- 
inal departure as well. 


But whatever the merit of the conten- 


tion is on the part of shipper and road, 
the point is one great road has an- 
nounced it will probfcbly pay no atten- 
tion to the order of the inter state com- 
merce committee. Now is that setting a 
good example to the American people? Is 
it prudence on the part of the SantaFe 
railroad, with all the great agitation in 
the country going on over trusts and 
combines and 
the government suits 


against railroad mergers, to even hint it 
is superior to all law and will obey or 
not obey a.s it is so minded. What is 
there anyway so repugnant to railroads 
as to forbid their patrons from routing 
their car load lots of freight? Surely 
the great advantages the law has al- 
ready given them, with the almost price- 
less privileges of right; of eminent do- 
| main thrown in, .should lead these rail- 


roads not to fry to drive too hard condi- 
tions with their patron:?. • What the peo- 
ple have given once, can be taken away.

All said and done, the contribution of 


congress to our naval strength this ses- 
sion is a pretty small thing. Two battle 
ships, two cruisers, two gunboats is nil, 
though admittedly costing several mil- 
lions of dollars. Were this country in 
f,bfi position ib was twenty years ago, 
perhaps this might have answered, hut 
nosv that it owns islands thousands of 
miles away, hns a contingent interest in 
another island, that of Cuba, in waging 
nn li.clivc war.in one of its island posses- 
sions, has iis-fiinied a very active inter- 
est, diplomatically, in the 
affairs 
of 


China, and even to the extent of 


ultimatums to European" countries, it is 
time'we realized the extent of our 'hew 
departure. It is asserted our assumed 
naval strength is largely imaginery, 
which indeed it is. for outside our latest 
battleships and protected cruisers, our 
measure of protection to our very much 
exposed seacoast is small. Out of a to- 
tal of 138 war vessels the country really 
has but forty-three to 'be relied upon, 
and of this forty-three there are twenty- 
three yet in process of plans and actual 
building., We have hut (thirteen battle- 
ship now and but fourteen cruisers and 
this pitiful protection is all we have be- 
tween our vaunted strength and our 
newly assumed attitude in the affairs of 
the world. 


An item upon this subject, showing 


our real naval strength, says: "We have 
one second-claas and seventeen first-class' 
battleships 'built and building,5 but; 
ready for service are only thirteen bat-' 
tleships. The other five will not be 
afloat tintil 1004. We have eight ar-" 
mored cruisers 'built and building/ but 
only two, the Brooklyn and the New 
York, in service. The other sis will not 
be ready until 1904. We have 
twenty- 


three protected cruisers 'built and build- 
ing/ 
but only fourteen 
in service. 


Counting all clasos we have 252 vessels 
in the navy, but ready for actual war 
are only thirteen battleships, two arm- 
ored cruisers, six monitors, fourteen 
protected cruisers, and as many first- 
class gunboats." 


.The United States requires an ample 


navy, not of course equal to that of 
England, but ample for every purpose of 
defense, to patrol our shores, our pos- 
sessions, to vis.it foreign ports, and al- 
ways with a few ready for any and every 
emergency in home waters. 
Forty 1^b 


fifty first-class battleships and sixty or 
so protected cruisers are none too many. 


JUDICIAL NOMINATIONS. 


The protest of one Republican 
paper 


in Chicago against the custom of bar 
nominations for the judiciary has borne

In a word, 
they propose to substitute, for govern- 
ment of the people, and for the people, 
a government, of lawyers, by lawyers 
and u-r lawyers.

constitution 
is . made, rot 


with apology or argument, but as a 
mere matter of course." 


As it is the people who support the 


judiciary, who seek the tribunal for the 
administration of law, surely it is the 
people themselves who should do all tho 
choosing. Our institutions are Demo- 
cratic and there is no reason why our 
judges should not be elected in conven- 
tions just the same as arc other officials 
of the 
government, or else announce 


their own candidacv. 


GH.OWIXG aioimoxisM. 


The press arc beginning to notice the 


great increase in the number of Mormon 
converts and the claim is made by a 
Utah paper that in the past year, near- 
ly 2,000 converts from other fajths have 
been made to Mormonism in the eastern 
states and tho south. It is understood 
that not all Mormons ar.e polygamists, 
but this naturally would not be said 
much about outside of Utah, still there 
is quite a vigorous minority of Mormons 
who dispute altogether the polygamous 
feature of their religion. But mission- 
ary wbrk in this particular creed is very 
active, far more so in proportion than 
in any other church creed in the coun- 
try. 
And the ever increasing roll of con- 


verts and recruits sent back to Utah tell 
the story faithfully. 


One authority of the. Utah gospel mis- 


sion says that Mormonism is making a 
hundred converts from other faiths to 
one other faiths nre making out of the 
Mormons, and that tocfay the Mormon 
faith is the strongest it ever 1ms been 
in its history. If it were not for the 
plural marriage feature of course no 
attention would be given to' this faith,, 
•but people may be excused if naturally 
they object to tho extension of a creed 
which contains within it the most im- 
moral of practices, that of polygamous 
marriages. This reverend 
gentlema 


says, "while the Mormons are making 
hundreds of converts 
every year, the 


Protestant missionaries are making very 
few converts from Mormonism; that 
while some progress has been made in 
the campaign against the Mormon lead- 
ers the great masses of Mormons have 
not been reached. Until the latter are 
reached he sees little hope of checking 
the growth of Mormon influence in re- 
ligion and politics. 


"The attack on the system, he insists, 


must be made from the religious side; 
the.fundamental truths must be. taken 
to Mormons through uuchurchly , un- 
clencul methods at their houses, and he 
believes the key to the whole problem 
lies in finding "some means by which 
Christian 
truth can be brought 
into

mon mind." 


HOW SO.MR Tlll.VfiS AR.E TJOXK, 
One of the surprismg things in law H 


that a corporation can do a piece, of 


work that 'Would ie illegal on a week 
day, on the Sabbath day, and no < court 
can afterwards interfere with it. It jias 
always been difficult for the average cit- 
izen to understand, how a corporation, 
for instance,, can lay a piece of railroad 
track on Sunday in a place that on a 
week day would not have been attempt- 
ed on account of .the citizens .'•" enjoining 
them. It is naturally supposed that if 
no injunction can' issue from court on a 
Sunday, that the corporation having 
taken advantage, of the day, laid its 
track, that 'would be illegal on a week 
day would also 'be illegal on Sunday. 
But it, seems not, and a track once laid 
stays laid, for':it 'has been the general 
experience and- no court will interfere. 
Illegal track laying done upon the Sab- 
bath day, can not be afterwards dis- 
turbed, at least that has 'been the result 
in all of our cities. This was the ex- 
perience of the citizens of Cape May, N. 
J.3 not long since. A trolley road was 
in progress of being 'built and the rail- 
road wanted to occupy a few squares of 
or 
principal thoroughfare, that they 


could not do' during week days, owing 
to. threatened snjnctions, so .the work 
was done on Sunday by several hundred 
men, overawing the local poliee., and by 
early Monday morning the objectionable 
tracks were laid to stay laid. 


One would think the courts would, if 


the work was not legal, on complaint of 
injured property 
owners, compel 
the 


company to take up their rails, but fov 
some reason this is not done, and thus 
corporations get in their work even in 
direct opposition to law, but if the peo- 
ple don't care why should the others?

presents in concrete form the essen- 
tial results of the 
twelfth 
census 


relative lo manufactures, and gives a 
general view:iof the progress of our 
industries. The work of compiling- the 
manufacturing- statistics has Tmt just 
reach-ed the stage where the presenta- 
tion of -accurate facts as contained in 
this table are possible, and while there 
have of course heen some changes since 
the date of taking- the census yet. it 
is saie to base the manufacturing fig- 
ures of the country on these, to which 
miglkt^be added probably an increase 
of ten per o«nt. 


, Beginning wit^ the. census of 1850 
<tbe government has included in the 
staitistica gathered figures relating to 
the'-.qiaErafaoturing inchistries. 
The 


ta;bl« given above do%s not^ include 
tkzstt 'figures further back than 1870, 
but .for purposes of comparison we 
give a. few of tiem here that the 
growth of the full half century may 
be noted. 
Going back from 1870 to 


1860 we fi.nd in,,the latter year but 140,- 
433 manirfactaring institutions in the 
oouiri^y, ti;a<j in ISSO^there were but 
123,025. In ISSO the total capital in- 
vested in manufacturing 
establish- 


ments amounted to $1,009,855,715; the 
total valms of wages paid, $378,874,966; 
the. total value of raw material con- 
sumed, $1,031,605,09% and the total 
manufactured prodsat amounting to a 
value of $1-,885,S61,676. Going back an- 
ottmr ten years to 1S50 we- find the 
total capit-sLl'invested at that time was 
but $533,245,351; the total wages paid 
$236,755,464; the raw materials con- 
sumed, $555,123,822. and the value of 
the manufactured product, $1,019,106,- 
616. 


Heavy Increanes. 


Mr S. N. D. Xorth, the chief statis- 


tician for manufactures, in comment- 
ing on the remarka'ble advance in our 
manufacturing interests, said: 


"It will be observed that, in compari- 


son with the figures of the census of 
1850, 
there has been an increase ip 


capital invested approximating nine- 
teenfold; in the average number of 
wage-earners about five nnd one-half 
fold; in the amount of wages paid 
about tenfold and in value of prod- 
ucts, about thirleenfold. This is an 
unusually remarkable showing when 
we consider that the population 
of 


the country has increased in the mean- 
time but about two and one-quarter- 
fold. 
\Vhile these comparisons rnn«t 


be made with many reservations, they 
nevertheless afford, in nil the items 
except that of capital invested, an ap- 
proximate exhibit of the enormous in- 
crease in manufactures 
which oc- 


curred in the United States in the last 
half of the nineteenth century. They 
are particiilarly suggestive as an in- 
dication of the, increasing productive 
capacity of labor, flue chiefly to the 
increased effectiveness of machinery 
and the largely increased fnvostrnent 
of capital. The apparent, value of 
products per 
v,-ji ge-enrner has in- 


creased from $1.065 in 1S50 to $2,451 in 
1000."

capital invented 43.7 per cent., yet we 
have cause for-reg-ret from the fact 
that all of our 'industries have, .not 
shosvn an increase. Several of the im- 
portant lines of industry, have de- 
creased, though the. decrease is to he 
noted in the value of the products in 
but very few lines, and those compara- 
tively unimportant ones. In but five 
lines, among which is the manufacture 
of woolen goods, is there noted a de- 
crease in the amount of capital in- 
vested, and there has been a decrease 
in the amount of wages paid in 11 lines;, 
In the manufacture of boots and.shoes, 
for instance, wages have decreased 2.5 i

while in.both lines there has been an 


penses, which include such items as 
rent, taxes, insurance,, etc., amounting 
to $745,868,665, and the cost of raw ma- 
terials amounting- to $3,743,536,496.

In 1S90 .'Arizona 
was turning out manufactured prod- 
ucts to the value of only $947,547, while 
in 1000 her manufactured 
products 


were valued at $31,315,189; in 1890 Col- 
orado manufactured products to the 
value of only $42.480,2(15, while in 1900 
her factories produced goods to the 
value of $102,830,137; New York in 1900 
manufactured goods to the vahu of 
$2,175,766,900, whale in 1390 her fac- 
tories produced goods to the value of 
only $1,711,577,671. And so it. is possible 
to go down through almost the entire 
list of states, each showing a heavy in- 
crease in the total of manufactured 
products between the two dates, and 
each adding its part to the grand total 
of increase. In the southern states the 
increase is especially noticeable, and 
the past decade seems to have markefl 
a new era in their industrial develop- 
ment and prosperity.

H OW TO MAKE 


Direction* Intended for a 


"With Tliree or Four Cows. 


Thousands of families having two or 


three cows each would like to make r 
hundred Or more pounds of cheese for 
home eating if,:they knew just hor 
Three cow3 are quite enough ;for> mak- 
ing cheese for a small 'family. 
Two 


good cows will do very well; 
> A hoop, 


either of wood or tin, is" necessary. 
About 17 Inches in circomfereqee and 
7 or 8 inches deep is about the Bize 
needed. A yard of thin, coarse muslin 
is also needed for straining. The di- 
rections given for making cheese on a 
large scale should be followed as near 
as conveniences will allow. A tin or 
copper boiler will do to set tfce milk in, 
though a cheese box with a hole near 
the bottom, stopped with a plug for 
drawing off the whey, is used by some 
and considered more convenient. I use 
the boiler and like it best. 


The milk should be set in pans over 


night, put in the boiler and wanned in 
the morning when morning's milk is 
added, and It is rendy for the rennet. 
It should be just blood .warm. If too 
cool, the curd will be tender or, in oth- 
er words, the .white whey wiil come 
out. No directions can be given as to 
the quantity oC rennet, as it varies in 
strength. 
The curd should come in 


half or three-quarters of an hour. If 
it comes too soon, put in less rennet 
next time. 
When the curd shows 


whey on the top by pressing\he finger 
on it, .cut it with a knife both ways. 
In half an hour slip the whey if in a 
boiler. 
If in a tin box, drain it by 


dripping. Pour hot water on the curd 
after the whey is off till suHciently 
scalded, which is known by taking a 
handful, pressing it slightly and toss- 
ing in the air. If it adheres together, 
it is sufficient. 
Before scalding, how- 


ever. the curd should be cut as fine as 
possible with a milk skimmer. This is 
important. 
After scalding drain thor- 


oughly and hang it or lay it on a 
cheesecloth rack, then wrap in n dry 
cloth and put in the coolest place you 
have tlU next day. 


The next morning when the new 


curd is drained put tlie old CUK! in 
some warm whey for a short time. 
When 'the new curd is ready for the 
press, cut both old and new in small 
pieces and salt sufficiently. 
If too 


much salt is used, the cheese will be 
hard and crumbly; 1C too little, the 
cheese will not cure good. The curd is 
now ready for the press. After press- 
ing it should be taken from hoop and 
turned and a dry cloth put over it and 
put to press again. At night it should 
be again turned' and a bandage sewed 
round it. Let the cheese remain in the 
press till morning; then grease it with 
very salt butter or lard. 
Some use 


grease that red peppers have been 
steeped in and think cheese flies are 
not as troublesome. Almost anything 
will do for a cheese press. As, good 
cheeae as- ever couldi.be eaten., was 
pressed on a block, under a board, with 
one end placed between the logs of an 
old house and stones laid on the outer 
end. 
Another was a common bench 


Mtu two upright pieces at each end 
and a lever passing between them, 
fastened with a pin at one end nnd 
with weights hung on the other end.— 
St. Louis G3obe-Democrat

Sngar liect* For Stock. 


Secretary of Agriculture Wilson in a 


recent address before the National 
Live Stock association urged the mem- 
bers to grow more sugar beets for stock 
feeding. This advice has been given In 
this department and strongly urged, 
but the stockmen do not take kindly to 
the use of root crops because roost of 
them impart an objectionable flavor to 
the butter. This, however, is not the 
case with sugar beets, and they should 
be grown for the purpose by all dairy- 
men whose soil will produce them at a 
low cost. In localities where sugar la 
made from the beets it is possible to 
buy the byproduct nt a low price, and 
It can be fed to stock with considerable 
profit. 
Unfortunately ranny feeders 


have an idea that 1C they feed root 
crops to stock it is In order to reduce 
some of the other rations, and such 
feeders are always very much set 
ngainst roots. It Is possible to reduce 
the quantity of roughage somewhat 
when roots are made a part of the ra- 
tion, although it is better to keep a full 
supply of roughage nnd feed the roots 
only in quantities sufficient to keep the 
bowels in good condition, and in snch 
small quantities they are not nntto im- 
part any flavor that is objectionable to 
the milk.—Exchange. 


Beet jPalp-n* Food For Cdwn, 


The general opinion among those 


wlio have fed beet pulp to milk cows 
is that It is a good feed, although the 
feed from frozen beets should be used 
with caution. Growing and fattening 
cattle do well on it, and some sny it 
has saved one-third of the coarse fod- 
der. 
Both young lambs and breeding 


ewes like pulp, and for them it is a 
profitable and valuable factor In 'the 
ration.—Dlfcetor C. D. Smith, Michigan 
Experiment Station. 


Don't Feed Alt Alike. 


Feed ns nearly as practical a balanc- 


ed ration. But all cows should not be 
fed alike. Those Inclined to lay on 
flesh should be fed less of the.'carbo- 
hydrates, snch as corn, and 'thosti in- 
clincdto turn all tbeir feed into nillk' 
nhould be f<id more of such feed.

Victory Over Mindanao Rebels. 


BUT SUFFER LOSS OF 


EIGHT MEN KILLED 


On the Other Hand Only 84 Out of the 


Garrisou of 300 Snrrive—American 


Attacking Force Sfom-bered 47O 


Men and Four Gum. 


MANILA, May 5.—Eighty-four Moro 


prisoners, under guard, made an attempt 
to es<!ape today. At a preconcerted sig- 
nal they gofc between the soldiers form- 
ing the guard and a company at dinner. 
The'latter, realizing what?had happened 
fired on and pursued the Moros, killing 
thirty-five of them and capturing nine. 
The other fugitives escaped. 


MANILA, May o.—General Davis, the 


commander of the American forces in 
the island of Mindanao, cables that the 
eighty-fotir Moros who survived the at- 
tack and capture of the Moro fort by 
the soldiers yesterday, have surrendered 
and that the sultan of Bayan, Eajah 
Muda, Sultan Pandapato and a number 
of the leading Dattos were- killed in the 
engagement. 


The assault on the principal fort, re- 


ports General Davis, was 
one of the- 


most gallant performances of American 
arms in the Philippines, and the regi- 
ment of Lieutenant Colonel Frank D. 
Baldwin, the Fourth infantry, 
deserves 


tho greatest credit for its conduct. The 
men of the Fourth infantry had a hand- 
to-hand struggle with the Moros in the 
four'lines of ditcfhes ana at the walls of 
the fort. 
When the position 
was cap- 


tured these ditches were found to be 
lined with Moro dead. General Davis 
characterizes the rifle fire of the Ameri- 
cans as excellent, and says he has never 
witnessed a performance excelling the 
capture of the Moro fort in 
gallautrj- 


and grit.

and seven enlisted 


men were killed, while four officers and 
thirty-nine enlisted men W3re wounded. 


After the eighty-four Moros who sur- 


vived the assault had marched out of 
the fort, eight others who were con- 
cealed 
there, made an 
unsuccessful 


•break for liberty. 
Some of the Moro 


wounded tried to stab the American sol- 
diers who were succoring them. It is 
impossible to give the total of Moro 
dead, as a number of them arc lying- in 
the tall grass. The fort was defended 
by 300 men. Its capture saves a siege, 
nnd it would have been impossible to 
carry tho position without scaling lad- 
ders. 


He further reports his intention of 


retaining his prisoners until the few ad- 
jacent forts are occtipfed. Then, with 
the consent of General Chnffee, he will 
retain ten 
of his principal captives as 


hostages and release the others. 


THE ATTACKING FORGE.

This -morning A. F- Gates was the de- 


fendant in an action brought in the 
municipal court against him for the re- 
covery of the face of a promissory -note 
for $60, which he signed and gave to H. 
Smith, an agent of the ¥Tational Life In- 
surance and Trust Co.,-a. year-ago when 
he was in the city. 


Attorney JJ..E. Walker,pf.the firm of 


.Cb'oper,- Simmons, Nelson^ Walker, ap- 
'peared for Mr. Gates this morning, and 
Attorney Fulton Thompson appeared for 
the insurance company, the plaintiffs in 
the action. An adjournment-was taken 
until next Monday morning at 9 o'clock. 


In -the complaint the plaintiffs allege 


that the defendant, Gates, signed and 
gave for value received a promissory 
note payable to the National Life Insur- 
ance and Trust company, one year after 
clute, to the amount of $60 and that a 
paymenfe of $15 was made on the note. 


•Mr. Gates was much surprised when 


he received a notice^from the company 
a short time ago asking him to-pay the 
remaining $45 on the *aco of the note. 
,This was the first intimation that Mr. 
Gates knew -that >he had signed a note 
at all, thinking that when he had taken 
out insurance with the company that he 
was signing a form of contract and an 
application for a policy. 


Mr. Gates in fits answer to the plain- 


tiffs' complaint alleges that tho signa- 
ture received was given through a mis- 
representation of facts and that he did 
not at ^any time understand that there 
was any more than $15 to 'bo paid for 
a -policy of $60. 


It appears that the company -did a 


wholesale insurance business the' short 
time the representative, H. Smith, was 
in this city and the strange end of the 
matter is that the tvvmty men who 
have been caught in the deal are tho 
best known and acknowledge business 
men and financiers of Racine. 


Attorney M. E. Walker, in an inter- 


view with a Journal 
reporter, "stated 


that the insurance company issued poli- 
cies to the business men on the follow- 
ing plan: The applicants for the insur- 
ance were not examined. The company 
issued gold bonds to the amount of $60. 
These bonds were payable Avith interest 
at the rate of 8 per cent per annum. If 
a person died after a year's time his 
heirs would receive $60 with the accrued 
interest on the same. The company did 
not carry any risk except from year to 
year. 


The allegation by the business men. of 


a misrepresentation of facts will b'e their 
principal ground to fight on'and they in- 
tend to fight it to the bitter end. 


Attorney John W. Owen also has re- 


ceived from the company about fifteen 
notes for collection ngainst well known 
•business men in this city, and the case 
against A. F. Gates will be watched with 
much interest by the lawyers a,s well as 
the local insurance men.
